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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group 1 and Species 2 in the reply filed 
on 2/10/06 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1 1-20 and 29-45 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group as indicated by applicant. 
Additionally, the Examiner has withdrawn claims 22 and 23 directed at the non-elected 
species (traditional arthroplasty configuration). Finally, applicant failed to address the 
ultimate embodiment election, this requirement has been withdrawn. Note that the 
Examiner has the right to further restrict this application as deemed necessary. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 26 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 26, "the glenoid stem" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 28, the scope of the claim is not understood. Claim 21 only requires a 
single adapter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-10, 21, and 24-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Frankle (6,790,234). 

Frankle teaches an implant assembly for a shoulder joint having a humerus and 
a glenoid, the assembly comprising: 

a head 52 bounded by a convex surface and a planar base, the base including a 
female taper 54; 
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an adapter 70 including a tray 60 and an a male taper 66, the tray configured to 
be attached to the glenoid, and the male taper adapted to be received in the female 
taper of the head; 

a humeral stem 14 configured to be inserted in the humerus, and 

a cup 32 attachable to the stem and having a concave surface configured to 
articulate with the convex surface of the head. 

Claim 2, wherein the adapter includes a glenoid stem 64 extending from the tray 
and implantable into the glenoid. 

Claims 3 and 4, wherein the tray 60 includes a curved back which is substantially 

planar. 

Claim 5, wherein the adapter is attached to the glenoid with a set of screws in 
holes 62. 

Claim 6, wherein the adapter is modular and the tray is attached to the glenoid 
stem with male-female tapers 54, 66. 

Claim 7, wherein the convex surface of the head is hemispherical. 

Claim 8, wherein the humeral stem and the cup comprise one integral 
component. 

Claim 9, wherein the humeral stem is attached to the cup with male-female 
tapers 38. 

Claim 10, wherein the adapter is modular.
